DOES A BABY NEED WATER? 


A young1 tplant breast-fed r«- 


celves or requires About 2 J/i ounce* 
?f T?*"' '"^ *>vh Ttotinrl of Tiodv 
•weight each 24 hours. That means 
that the "baby is receivhi'c nearly 
one-sixth of its weight jn milk 
during the day (about 50 'calories 
per day per pound of baby) antl 
therefore requites little if any addi- 
tional water, saye Tvhen 
milk is insufficient, in ,<j 


In the first three days of nursing 


the brea'st imlfc is. insufficient in 
quantity; therefore, the baby needs 
additions! water ;at this time. One - 
or two ounces of water "which has 
been boiled may be given after th« 
first 12 hours. If the neighbors, 
or somebody's 
baby book insists 


that -the baby must have' other 
nourishment until the secretion of 
breast milk is sufficient, the water 
may contain a very little sugar of. 
milk (milk sugar, lactose), never 
more than half 
-a teaspoon?ul in 


the two ounces of •water. Before 
each of these four hourly -water- 
ings, the baby should invariably be 
put to tha breast; only after he 
has nursed at the breast for at 
least two minutes should the wa'ter 
or the milk sugar solution be fed 
from a nursing bottle. 


The wide mouth nursing bottle is 


preferable, because it is most eas- 
ily cleaned; this style of bottle with 
its wide base nipple is probably the 
easiest for the baby to take water 
or food from. The use of the nurs- 
ing bottle for watering: the baby 
in the first three days, accustoms 
the baby to take the bottle; this 
may prove a help 
in tiding over 


subsequent famines. After the flow 
of milk -becomes established, about 
the thirci day, the baby no longer 
requires such frequent . watering, 
though in hot weather he should 
be offered a bottle of coo! water 
regularly every morning and every 
evening- after nursing. 


if lactose (sugar of milk) is not 


available, a good substitute for the 
new born baby is corn syrup, not 


two ounces of boiied water; this, 
too. • should be offered only after 
the baby has nursed at the breast 
at least two minutes. 


For the first five days or so, the 


normal 
baby shows 
a lo&s 
of 


•weight amounting to one-half to 
three-fourths of a pound, chiefly 
attributable to the elimination of 
water through the skin, lungs and 
kidneys. 
After this early loss, the 


weight begins to increase at the 
rate of not less than four ounces 
weekly. 
If'the nursing baby fails 


to gain at least four ounces each 
week after the first week, some- 
fhinjr is wrong:: the first precaution 
to take in such a case is to make 
sure it isn't the ?cs)e. 


The healthy baby generally falls 


asleep, the surest sign of satisfac- 
tion snrl contentment, after 10 to 
-0 minutes at the breast; when all 
is fair weather and father keeps 
-sober and manfully tosses the pay 
envelope in mother's lap each Sat- 
urday night, the greedy youngster 
ivill show a gain of as much ss 
eight ounces weekly, 
so that bis 


weight will have doubled at the 
age/ of five months, and trebled at 
the cr:fl of a year. 
Of cour«e. he 


ain't gonna' nurse so long1 as that, 
not if he is a regular baby. He's 
gonna be offa breast feeding for 
life about the time he reaches the. 
age of 10 months..
